WARSAW, Nov. 14 (AP) — Freed Sol- 
idarity trade union leader' Lech Walesa said 
in an unscreened television interview leaked 
here Saturday night that he wanted a national 
“understanding" in Poland, but not one 
“which would see me on my knees." 

Hie text of the interview was leaked to 
Western journalists as mystery shrouded the . 
current whereaboutsof Walesa, who the gov- 
ernment said left his internment place near 
the Soviet border at Arlamowo, southeast iri 
Poland, early Saturday. 

Reports said the interview, which was to 
have been shown on Polish television Satur- 
day night but was then canceled, was 
recorded at Arlamowo where the leader of 
the now-outlawed union had been detained 
since martial law was declared Dec. 13. 

In the interview, which he said he gave of 
his own free will, Walesa said he was seeking 
“a good and equitable accord" with the Pol- 
ish government. 

“The situation requires an understanding, 
but not the son that would see me on my 
knees" he said, according to the leaked text. 

. “Everybody talks of understanding, the 


government as well as myself,” he said. “But 
something is not working because we are 
incapable of understanding each other. We 
speak of the same thing but not in the same 
way. 1 want to speak in a different manner.” 
Walesa described himself as “a man of 
understanding^’ who “wants to do something 
for us all." This was the reason be had agreed 
to give the interview to Polish television, he 
' said. 

“Nobody has forced me to -give this inter- 
view" the Solidarity leader said. “It doesn't 
matter how it comes cur. 1 will always say 
what 1 think, for I have not changed. 1 am still 
the same as I was when I came here.” 
Walesa said he felt well and added: “I think 
after so long a rest L will be able to do a lot of 
things.” He said had no complaints about his 
internment conditions, which he described as 
“rather good" but not “luxurious." 

But he said.be bad been “completely iso- 
lated from the rest of the world" for nearly a 
year. He had had a television set with two 
Polish and one Russian channel, buthis radio 
had only one station and he had received 
newspapers only from time to time. 


Brezhnev funeral today 


MOSCOW. Nov. 14 (R) — At least 17 
beads of stales, most of them froinCommunist 
countries, will attend the funeral Monday of 
President Leonid Brezhnev. 

The official Tass news agency confirmed 
that Co mmunis t Party leaders and heads of 
state from Moscow’s Warsaw Pact allies, 
including Poland’s Gen. Wojciech Jaruzetski, 
will come to Moscow. 

Newly-elected Communist Party general- 
secretary Yuri Andropov is expected to give 
priority to meeting the leaders of Soviet bloc 
states. 

Diplomats said Andropov was unlikely to 
see any Western officials, who will include 
U;S. Vice-President George Bush, West 
German President Kail. Carstens and the 
prime ministers of Canada, France' and Bet- 
gram — all NATO countries. 

China is sending its Foreign • Minister 
Huang Hua. He will be the most senior visitor 
from Peking since the 1960s and a guest to 
whom the Soviet Union will be paying special 
attention in view of recent talks aimed at 
improving relations between the two Com- ' 
munist powers. 


Cuban leader Fidel Castro. Afghan Presi- 
dent Babrak Karmal and the presidents of 
Vietnam, Mongolia, Kampuchea, Laos and 
Yugoslavia will also attend North Korea win 
send a vice-president. The presidents of 
neutral Austria and Finland will also be in 
Moscow, as wiD Japanese Prime Minister 
Zenko Suzuki.

Peking woos Soviet leaders 


PEKING. Nov. 14 (R) Communist 
China called on the new Soviet leadership. 
Sunday for improved relations between Pek- 
ing and Moscow, malting the call in its most 
conciliatory statement on the issue since 
efforts resumed to end two decades of hostil- 
ity. 

Foreign Minister Huang Hua, leaving for 
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Moscow to attend the funeral Monday of 
Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev, said the 
Kremlin leadership under new party chief 
Yuri Andropov should make fresh efforts to 
promote the improvement of Sin o- Soviet 
relations. 

Huang, quoted by the New China News 
Agency, also said: “The Chinese people sin- 
cerely wish that there will be a genuine 
improvement in relations between the two 
countries through the removal of obstacles 
and that these relations wiQ return to normal 
step by step " 

The Chinese foreign minister showered 
praise on Brezhnev, the first time Peking has 
complimented a Soviet leader since the late 
1950s. He described Brezhnev as “an out- 
standing statesman" and said his death last 
Wednesday was a great loss to bis country 
and people-. 

Huang said China appreciated recent 
speeches made by Brezhnev in which he cal- 
led for the improvement of relations with 
Peking. Brezhnev told a Kremlin conference 
two weeks ago that Moscow had detected no 
radical changes in China’s foreign policy, but 
that new signs were appearing which should 
not be ignored by the Soviet Union. 

“We sincerely want a normalization of 
relations with that country and are doing 
everything in our power toward this end,” the 
Soviet president said. 

Witness disputes

TEL AVIV, Nov. 14 (R) — The Israeli 
inquiry into the Beirut massacre of Palesti- 
nians Sunday heard evidence that conflicted 
with earlier testimony by Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin. 

Ll Col. Zev Zacharin testified that Chief 
of Staff Rafael Eytaft told him he received a 
telephone call from Begin Saturday morning, 
Sept IS.’asking about reports of shootings at 
a hospital near two Beirut refugee camps. 

Begin denied daring an open session of the 
inquiry last week that he spoke to the chief of 
staff Saturday morning about events at Gaza 
Hospital, close to the scene of the massacre. 
' Begin says he first heard of the killings 
from a BBC broadcast -Saturday afternoon 
after the two-day massacre by Israeli-backed 
Lebanese Christian militiamen ended. 

Col. Zacharin, an aide to the chief of staff, 
said he was informed of plans for the Phalan- 
gist militia to enter the refugee camps at a 
meeting with Defense. Minister Ariel Sharon 
Tuesday Sept,- 14. He said the meeting took 
place after word <rf an attack on Lebanese 
President-elect Bashir Gemayel but before it 
was known Gemayel was dead. 

Prime Minister Menahem Begin set up the 
inquiry following intense political pressure 
for a probe into Israel role in the massacre.

RIYADH. Nov. 14 — President Amin 
Gemayel of Lebanon arrived here Sunday on 
a two-day official visit for talks with King 
Fahd on the situation in Lebanon and die 
country’s reconstruction plans. 

He was welcomed by King Fahd. Crown 
Prince Abdullah. Prince Sultan, second 
deputy premier and defense minister, and a 
large number of princes, cabinet ministers 
and dignitaries. 

Gemayel. on his first visit to the Kingdom 
since assuming office, was accompanied by 
Prime Minister Shafiq Al-Wazzan and other 
senior adies. Wazzan hailed the Kingdom's 
“strong support for Lebanon in its ordeal 
resulting from the Israeli invasion and occu- 
pation of much of the country." 

Wazzan said the Kingdom was always the 
foremost supporter of Lebanon and had done 
considerable work to help ft 'tide over its 
tragedy. He was optimistic, he said, that 
GemayeFs visit to the Kingdom will turn out 
to be a great success in all spheres. 

Soon after his arrival, Gemayel conferred 
Foreign Minister Prince Saud Al- Faisal on 
Arab diplomatic action to pull all foreign 
troops out of Lebanon. No details were 
immediately available on the talks between 
the two. Gemayel is to hold a session of talks 
with King Fahd Monday morning. 

Gemayel. in the evening, met with rep- 
resentatives of the Lebanese community in 
the country, talked about his future plans and 
expressed his gratitude for the aid given by 
the Kingdom. “ With the help of King Fahd." 
he said “Lebanon will soon be free again and 
the national army will spread its influence all 
over the country.” 

He called on them to participate in the 
reconstruction of their country and help it 
return to normal as it used to be before the

Begin bereaved,

TEL AVIV, Nov. 14 (R) — Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin broke off a visit to the 
United States to fly back to Israel Sunday 
following the double blow of his wife's death 
and the South Lebanon military disaster. 

The cabinet decreed 24 hours of mourning 
from sunset Sunday for the 75 Israeli soldiers 
killed when an army headquarters was 
demolished by an explosion. 

Energy Minister Yitzhak Monda’i said 
investigators had established that sabotage 
was not to blame for last Thursday’s blast 
which flattened the seven-storey block in the 
Lebanese port of Tyre. 

Only hours after the final toll was 
announced, Mrs. Aliza Begin, a shy figure 
who had been close to the prime minister for 
47 years, died in occupied Jerusalem's 
Hadassah Hospital following a long illness. 

The prime minister postponed important 
t alks with President Reagan on the Middle 
East to fly home. 

Married 43 years, the Begins were very 
close. Israel radio reporter traveling with the 
prime minister quoted him as saying “I 
shouldn't have left her."

Wazzan calls for pullout 


BEIRUT, Nov. 14 (AP) — Prime Minister 
Shafik Wazzan called for an unconditional 
withdrawal of Israeli forces from Lebanon 
and rejected Israeli demands for high-level 
talks between the two countries in an inter- 
view published Sunday. 

Wazzan told the weekly magazine Monday 
Morning that the Israeli occupation of much 
of southern Lebanon “has begun to take very 
dangerous forms." and accused them of 
instigating violence between leftist Druze 
Muslims and Christian right-wing militias in 
the Cbouf mountains southeast of Beirut. 

The Prime Minister, who left with Presi- 
dent Amin Gemayel Sunday for a visit to 
Saudi Arabia, also said there, would be no 
new agreements with the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization, forced out of Beirut and 
the south by the Israelis. 

Wazzan said the withdrawal of all foreign 
forces from Lebanon was bis government's 
top priority. He said he "expected coopera- 
tion" from the Syrian and PLO forces that 
remain in north Lebanon and the Bekaa Val- 
ley, and demanded “unconditional Israeli 
withdrawal” in accordance with United 
Nations Security Council resolutions. 

France rejects 

PARIS. Nov. 14 (AFP) Fiance, alone 
among U.S. Western allies Sunday reacted 
coldly to President Ronald Reagan's 
announcement Saturday that he was lifting 
his technology embargo on the trans-Siberian 
pipeline project as a result of an allied agree- 
ment on East-West trade. 

A French foreign ministry spokesman said 
that France took note of Reagan's decision to 
lift the embargo but “is not party to the 
agreement" referred to by the U.S. president. 

Five months ago. President Reagan 
extended an already existing ban on the 
export of U.S. oil and gas technology to the 
Soviet Union, to include equipment man- 
ufacture by U.S. firms overseas and by Euro- 
pean firms under U.S. licence. The embargo 
caused an unprecedented rift between the 
U.S. and Western European allies under con- 
tract to supply pipeline parts. 

In Brussels, the decision to lift the embargo 
came as no surprise to European Economic 


“This matter doesnoi require any bargain- 
ing or negotiations," he said, according to the 
magazine. 

Israeli officials have demanded that a joint 
Lebanese- Israeli committee, expected to 
stan withdrawal talks soon, include civilian 
government officials. Lebanon insists the 
committee consist only of military 
negotiators, with no political subjects discus- 
sed. 

Wazzan also denied that there were any 
plans for Gemayel and PLO leader N asser 
Arafat to meet,” and said “there will be no 
new agreements with the Palestinian side.” 
He said Palestinians living in Lebanon will be 
subject to Lebanese laws. 

On the Cbouf fighting, where more than 50 
people hr.ve been hilled in the past two 
weeks, Wazzan said that “Israel, by its very 
presence and by the trouble it is instigating, is 
exposing that region to grave dangers.” 

Both Christians and Druze leaders have 
accused the Israelis of supplying weapons to 
the Druze in the mountainous area, inflaming 
centuries-old hatreds. Israeli officials deny 
the charge. 

U.S. accord 

Community officials who said simply that 
they were satisfied. They said the EEC had 
been associated with the talks which had led 
to an agreement on East-West trade. 

A statement by the European Commission 
published Sunday said the U.S. decision was 
an “important phase” in the stabilization of 
U.S.-EEC relations. 

In London, British Foreign Secretary 
Francis Pym said he was delighted by the 
American president’s decision. He said he 
had worked “hard” to get the embargo lifted. 
Pym said the decision was good news for the 
Western alliance. 

The West German government expressed 
satisfaction that the efforts in favor of" better 
political coordination'’ between Western 
powers bad been crowned with success. 

In a similar vein, the Italian Foreign Mims-" 
ter Emilio Colombo emphasized the “high 
political value” of the sanction lifting and the 
agreement among Western powers.

France easing adoption rules

PARIS. Nov. 14 (AFP) — France, con- 
cerned at reports of baby trafficking in some 
parts of the world, is taking steps to" moral- 
ize" procedures for French couples wishing 
t'< adopt a foreign child. 

At present a French couple, discourage list 
fur adopt able foreign babies, can turn to any 
of several countries where controls are repu- 
ted to be -lacker and adoption relatively easy. 

The French government is now working on 
a series nf measures designed to protect the 


would-be parents, but especially the children, 
from abuse or double-dealing on the part of 
traffickers. Each year 30.000 French couples 
are approved as candidate parents, but the 
number of new-born French babies available 
for adoption is only about 1 .000. 

A couple going through official channels 
will generally wait several years before a suit- 
able child is found, hence the growing temp- 
tation to turn to foreign countries even at 
considerable expense and the risk of unc.v- 


erian students detained 


NEW DELHI. Nov. 14 (AFP) — Delhi 
police have detained 309 Nigerian students 
who were protesting before their high com- 
mission here against a Nigerian government 
decision to declare invalid ail Indian univer- 
sity degree 1 ", except for those from Delhi 
University. 

The > indents, w hi » haw been protesting for 
nearly week now. were arrested for infring- 
ing; a ban on demonstrations in the mission 
area. Alov i- jimuknr. president of the Feder- 
ation of Nigerian Students said in a state- 
ment. 

Ejimafcnr said that because "peaceful 


dialogue" with the high commission failed, 
“we have no choice but to resort to mass 
protests which wifi continue till our demands 
are met.” He also appealed for Indian gov- 
ernmental help in persuading Lagos to 
revoke its decision. 

The Indian Express daily reported recently 
that the Lagos decision is believed to have 
been made in order to reduce sharply the 
□umber of Nigerian students in India. There 
are currently over 7.000 of them here, many 
of them in the northern Indian city of Chan- 
digarh.

El Salvador or Costa 
Rica took over. 

Couples wanting to adopt a baby from one 
of these countries may do so either through 
an intermediary or directly by going there 
themselves, finding a child and procuring the 
necessary papers for its adoption in France. 

The French Secretariat of State for the 
Family and the ministries of justice and 
external relations are preparing a two- 
prorigcd campaign; Firstly to improve infor- 
mation available to would-be parents and 
clarify adoption channels as far as possible to 
avoid trafficing and secondly to remove some 
French red tape and modify outdated legisla- 
tion. 

The External Relations Ministry has asked 
diplomats in the countries concerned by 
adoption to provide as much information as 
possible to couples on the legal aspects of 
their problem to prevent them foiling into the 
hands of doubtful intermediaries. 

Although the French government is not 
opposed to the adoption of foreign children. 
H is trying to avoid any possibility of 
"snatched” babies being used for adoption. 
At the beginning of November, the Peruvian 
authorities disclosed that young Peruvians 
had been seized from their mothers by “traf- 
fickers” operating with the complicity of a 
magistrate. These children were subse- 
quently adopted by European couples in all 
good faith. The disclosure of this trafficking 
prompted the French government to suspend 
permission for adoption of Peruvian children. 

The government here has also cautioned 
couples interested in adopting a Romanian, 
child. Rumors of easy adoptions in Romania- 
propagated by sometimes dubious inter- 
mediaries. have caused demand to soar. 
Nearly 400 dossiers are waiting for proces- 
sing by the Romanian authorities, who have 
stated officially that they disapprove of such a 
massive exodus of the nation’s children.

Funds provided 
for Acropolis 

• ATHENS. Nov. 14 (AP) — President 
Constantine Karamanlis announced new 
state funding for conservation of the decaying 
5th century B.C. temples on the Acropolis 
and further archaeological exploration in 
rinflhem Greece. 

■The Greek Archaeological Society, which 
supervises the campaign to clean up 
environmental damage to the Parthenon and 
other marble monuments on the rocky 
Acropolis hill, will receive 150 million 
drachmas ($2 million) "for continuation of its 
tfork.” the announcement said. 

• ■ More than S3 million has been spent since 

- 1 974 on taking portions of the temples apart 
and replacing their rusting iron clamps with 
non-corrosive alloys. 

The caryatids, statues of draped maidens 
which supported a porch on the Erechtheum 
temple, have been transferred to a museum 
along with other weather-worn sculptures 
from the Parthenon. 

"Karamanlis said another 60 million 
drachmas ($830,000) was earmarked for 
excavations in Macedonia and Thrace. Greek 
archaeologists have stepped up exploration 
in northern Greece since the discovery of a 
gold-filled tomb at Vergina. believed to be 
the burial of King Philip II of Macedon. 
Alexander the Great’s father. 

Indian hurricane 
causes $316m loss 

NEW DELHI. Nov. 1 4 (AB) — A power- 
ful hurricane that battered the western Indian 
state of Gu jrat caused damage worth 3 billion 
rupees (S3 16 million), state officials 
reported. 

Meanwhile, the official death toll in the 
storm mounted to 442. Gu jrat Chief Minister 
Madvinsinh’Solanku the state's top elected 
official, told reporters that the toll was likely 
to pass 500. 

Gusting up to 200 kilometers per hour, the 
hurricane ravaged several Gujrat districts 
late last Monday, flattening tens of thousands 
of homes, knocking down power and com- 
munication lines, destroying standing crops 
and cutting railroads and highways. 

Relief operations continued in full swing 
Sunday, reports from the state said. Air force 
helicopters dropped food packets over areas 
cut off by the storm. Government workers 
prepared meals for thousands of homeless 
people sheltered in refugee camps, the 
reports said. 

State relief director A.C. Joshi said 
105.000 homesteads were wrecked or dam- 
aged in the storm and that 30.000 persons 
* had been accommodated in refugee shel- 
ters.

American shot 

SAN SALVADOR, Nov. 14 (AP) — An 
American journalist was shot in the head 
Saturday when he and two other correspon- 
dents were caught in a cross fire. 

Clifford Krauss underwent surgery for 
-removal of the bullet, which lodged just 
inside the back of his head, and was in good 
condition at a hospital .in San Salvador. 

Krauss, 29, said the Shooting occurred some 
80 kilometers east of San Salvador on the 
Pan-American highway whem he and two 
other reporters were caught in fighting bet- 
ween guerrillas and government troops. 

Calvi buried again 

COMO, Italy, Nov. 34 (R) — Robertto 
Calvi, former head of Italy's collapsed Banco 
Ambrosia no whose body was found hanging 
from a bridge in London in June, was buried 
Saturday after Italian forensic experts per- 
formed a second post-mortem. 

The service was attended only by Calvi* s 
family at a cemetery in this northern Italian 
lake-side town. The outcome of the new 
post-mortem has not yet been published. A 
post-mortem in London in July concluded 
that Calvi committed suicide, but bis family 
and Italian authorities expressed reservations 
and his body was moved to Italy last month. 

Calvi, who headed Italy’s largest private 
bank for several years, disappeared from 
Italy shortly before the Milan -based Banco 
Arabrosiano’s huge debts were disclosed. 
The bank was declared insolvent in August. 


On 185th day aboard Salyut-7 

Soviets set space record 


MOSCOW. Nov. 14 (R) — Soviet cos- 
monauts Anatoly Bcrezevny and Valentin 
Lebedev Sunday set up a new space endur- 
ance record on their 185th day aboard the 
whiting space station SaIyui-7. 

The former record, set up in October 1980 
by Soviet cosmonauts Leonid Popov and 
Valery R yum in. was 1 84 days. 20 hours and 
12 minutes. Berezevoy and Lebedev passed 
the mark at 07! 1 GMT Sunday. 

They were launched into space on May 1 3 
to become the first occupants of the hew 
Salyur station, put into orbit three weeks ear- 
lier. 

There were no indications during the first 
months of their flight that they would try to 
break the 1 980 record and at one stage Soviet 
scientists specifically denied they were aim- 
ing for the record. 

Diplomats said they believe a political 
decision was subsequently taken to keep the 
men in orbit so that a new record could be 
established in time for celebrations marking 
the 60th anniversary of the founding of the 
Soviet stare in December.* 

But their achievement Sunday was greatly 
overshadowed by the death of President 
Leonid Brezhnev last Wednesday. The 
Soviet media has devoted almost all its cover- 
age to mourning ceremonies for the dead 
leader and has barely mentioned the cos- 
monauts over the past four days except to say 
briefly that they would soon set up a new 


record. 

The new Soviet record was established at 
the same time as a crew of four astronauts 
were orbiting the earth aboard a United 
Stares space craft. During this and previous 
shuttle flights ihere has been no contact bet- 
ween the American and Soviet space crews. 

Berezevoy and Lebedev were visited by a 
joint Soviet-French crew in June, the fust 
East- West space mission since the docking of 
the U.S. and Soviet vessels Apollo and Soyuz 
in 1975. 

In August a Soviet crew including cos- 
monaut Svetlana Savitskaya, the first woman 
in space for iy years, spent a week aboard 
Salyut-7. The Soviet press has given no indi- 
cation of how long Berezevoy and Lebedev 
will stay in the space, but u transport craft 
brought them fresh supplies on Nov. 3. indi- 
cating they would remain on the craft for 
several weeks. 

During their six-month stay in space the 
two cosmonauts have carried out a series of 
experiments, some of them involving 
monitoring of their own body functions in 
conditions of weightlessness. 

They have also been carrying out high- 
resolution photographic surveys' ot different 
pans of the earth, observing plum growth 
aboard their craft and exploiting their 
gravity-free atmosphere in produce new 
chemical crystals. 


Top terrorist 
held in Italy 

TU R1N. Nov. 1 4 (AFP) — Police here said 
Saturday nighi they had arrested a man 
alleged to be the only one of three known 
leaders of the Red Brigades terrorists' Naples 
branch still at large. The man. identified as 
Antonio Chiocchi. 54. was arrested in Italy 
Friday night. He »us suspected of involve- 
ment in the kidnapping of Christian Democ- 
rat Party official Ciru Cirillo in 1981. the 
murder of Naples police chief .Antonio 
Ammaturn in i ‘*82. and the killing of two 
guards during a hank holdup last month. 

About 1 5 other Red Brigades suspects — 
some of them wanted for murder — were 
rounded up in parallel police operations in 
Turin. Milan and Naples. 

An unonymou.' caller claiming to represent 
the terrorists’ "Walter Alusi.V Milan branch 
telephoned a press organization there and 
said the people arrested in Milan belonged to 
the group. 

During the Milan operation, a man trying 
to escape throuei, a window slipped and fell 
five floors, police said. In an earlier report 
they had said a man. faced with arrest, 
jumped from a set emh floor window and was 
killed. 

C'hiotchi was said to have joined the Red 
Brigades in rising rapidly through, the 
ranks and helping set up the terrorist Neaoli- 
tan branch in 1980. Police also said they 
round many weapons in terrorist hideouts.

President Gemayel's visit to the Kingdom indicates the 
deep and genuine interest that this country has always taken in 
the well-being of Lebanon and will continue to do so. 

It is even more interesting this time because of the circums- 
tances that prevail in Lebanon. The Israelis are still occupying 
large chunks of territory and can reach into the rest of the land 
almost with impunity.

Will the Arabs strike while the iron is hot?

A few days ago I took part in a very interesting 
meeting at London University. It was advertised as 
a teach-in" . the fashionable word in student circles 
fora seminar, and the subject was "the Middle East 
after Beirut." The audience had to pay to attend — 
50 pence for students, one pound for anyone else — 
and the hall was full, with students predominating in 
an audience of 3-400 (between three and four 
hundred). 

Over the last 1 5 years I’ve spoken at a good many 
meetings of this kind at universities up and down 
the country — but this one was unusual. To begin 
with, students don't normally have much money to 
throw about and they are reluctant to pay to listen 
to their eiders talking about politics. Then again, 
pressure groups tend to turn up at these meetings in 
order to push their own points of view and to heckle 
speakers with whom they disagree. It's all a part of 
the democratic process, but it means that the better 
organized pressure groups often get tbeir way. even 
if they don’t really represent the opinion of the 
majority; and the Jewish pressure groups are 
among the best organized and receive plenty of 
support from the Israeli Embassy and other sections 
of the Jewish establishment in Britain. 

This time, there were plenty of Jews in the audi- 
ence and one amongst die six platform speakers. 


But apart from a group of half a dozen supporters 
of the extremist Herut party in Israel, the Jews at 
this meeting were among die strongest critics of 
Israel — and. incidentally, of American policy in 
the Middle East — and spoke forcefully about the 
need for Western action in support of the rights of 
the Palestinians. It was a significant sign of the times 
and of the strong shift in opinion in Britain since 
IsraeFs invasion of Lebanon, and especially since 
the massacre of Palestinians in the refugee camps in 
West Beirut. 

Most of the speakers from die platform were 
journalists: one American, one Palestinian and one 
other Englishman, in addition to the Israeli and 
myself. And the sixth speaker was a representative 
of one of the international aid agencies, who 
opened the meeting with a harrowing account of the 
situation in South Lebanon, where he forecast that 
there would be other tragedies like the one at Sabra 
and Shatila unless there was swift international 
action to restrain the Israelis and the Lebanese 
militias which are collaborating with them. 

There were two themes which were common to 
all the speakers, including the Israeli; in fact- it was 
the Israeli who put them both more clearly than 
anyone and who spoke with the obvious approval of 
the other Jews in the audience, apart from the small 
group from the Herut party. One theme was the 
immediate danger that not just the rights but the 


very survival of the Palestinians as a people were in 
jeopardy. The other was that the attempt by the 
Israelis (and not just the present government of 
Begin) to uproot and disperse and if possible des- 
troy the Palestinians as a people had been sup- 
ported'until this summer by the government of the 
United States. 

There were references to the way successive 
American administrations had backed away from 
their responsibilities in the Middle East: of the 
Rogers proposals, advanced and then abandoned in 
1 970. of Dr. Kissinger's unfulfilled promises to the 
Arabs in 1 974. of President Carter's brave attempt 
to tackle the problem, only to wind up in the blind 
alley of Camp David. And it was the Israeli speaker 
who pointed out the obvious collaboration between 
the Americans and the Israelis in the period leading 
up to the invasion of Lebanon in June of this year. 

There was general agreement too that the Israeli 
objective in invading Lebanon was to consolidate 
Israel’s hold on the West Bank and Gaza and to 
convince the Palestinians in the occupied territories 
that they should abandon their loyalty to the PLO. 
“since the PLO was finished and anyway enjoyed 
no real support from the rest of the Arab world.’’ 
Speaking on this point the Palestinian journalist 
asserted that the result of the invasion had in fact 
been the opposite one and that support for the PLO 
in the West Bank and Gaza was now higher than 


Subdued Soviet role in Mideast foreseen

WASHINGTON — 

The role of the Soviet Union in the Middle East is 
unlikely to change significantly in the immediate 
future as a result of foe death of Soviet President 
Leonid Brezhnev, according to veteran diplomatic 
officials and Middle East analysts here. 

“I don’t see any manifestations of foe new 
(Soviet) leadership showing up in foe Middle East." 
said Harold Saunders, who was U.S. assistant sec- 
retary of state for Near Eastern and South Asian 
Affairs from 1978 to 1981. He said foe Soviets wfll 
be preoccupied with foe problems of setting up a 
new regime and other immediate concerns, includ- 
ing unrest in Poland and foe occupation of 
Afghanistan. “They have things to sort out at 
home." said Saunders, who assisted in foe Camp 
David peace talks orchestrated by President Carter. 

A State Department spokesman said Friday that 
a subdued Soviet role “would be another factor in 
favor'* of efforts to establish peace talks in the Mid- 
dle East. But if the Soviets actively push foe Brezh- 
nev peace plan proposed in September, the 
spokesman said, progress toward a resolution 
would be greatly limited because various Middle 
Eastern countries would be forced to choose sides. 

The selection of Yuri Andropov as Brezhnev’s 
successor may mean that foe Soviets will less 
actively expand their efforts in the Middle East 
speculated one specialist in Soviet-Middle East 
relations. 

••The whole forward thrust into the Third World 


did not appear to enchant (Andropov)." said 
Raymond Baker, an instructor at Williams College 
in Massachusetts and to various U.S. administra- 
tions. 

Baker said that Andropov did not appear to be 
enthusiastic about the Soviet invasion of Afghanis- 
tan. judging from sketchy information gleaned 
from Soviet official’s public statements. 

Another Camp David participant. William 
Quandt, agrees with Saunders that foe Soviet role in 
foe Middle East will be subdued, perhaps for as long 
as a year or two. 

*' My guess is that (the Soviets) will go through a 
period of being rather quiet and not very adventur- 
ous...but once they're established they will returned 
to a more forceful policy around foe world." said 
Quandi. who directed foe Middle East Office of the 
National Security Council from 1977 to 1979. 

“I would think that in the Middle East (foe death 
of Brezhnev) would mean that foe Soviet Union is 
not going to seek confrontation with the United 
States...but that doesn't mean hfs going to back 
down from positions it has maintained in foe past." 
Quandt said. 

Ouandt is now a senior fellow at the prestigious 
Brookings Institution in Washington, a research 
organization that retains many ex-govenunent offi- 
cials. Ouandfs assessment was contrary to that of 
former President Jimmy Carter, who predicted 
Thursday that the new Soviet government would be 
"confrontational" at first, until its strength is estab- 
lished. 

“Carter got it in reverse order.” said Ouandt. He 
added that the extent of Soviet presence in foe 


Middle East is a relatively minor factor in whether 
peace overtures will succeed. But Quandt agreed 
that foe lack of an active Soviet competition for 
influence there may make the opport unity for peace 
better than ever. “I think we have as good an oppor- 
tunity as we’re going to have in the next few 
months.’' Quandt said. 

Most scholars of foe Middle East say that the 
Soviet role has declined overall in the Middle East 
in the past decade. It reached its peak during Nas- 
ser’s government in Egypt, but declined after foe 
1973 Arab-Israeli war when Anwar Sadat turned 
more toward Western nations, accoiding to 
Richard Mitchell, a former State Department fore- 
ign service worker and now a professor in Middle 
East studies at foe University of Mic higa n 

Mitchell and other analysts suggest that foe 
Kremlin feels ft has overextended itself in the 
Middle East and has come up without any reliable 
new allies in foe region. In addition, some Middle 
East watchers say that Soviet influence in Syria may 
have- declined because of poor performance of 
Soviet-supplied aircraft and missiles. 

Much of foe rationale, for U.S. activity in foe 
Middle East under the Reagan administration has 
been to counteract Soviet influence in foe area, said 
Yahya Sadqwsfci. a foreign affairs analyst at 
Georgetown University’s Center for Strategic and 
International Studies. “The Reagan administration 
came into office with the feeling that the Middle 
East was falling into foe grasp of the Soviets.” 
Sadovfski said. But he added, "unquestionably, the 
signals in the Middle East are that foe Soviets are 
backing off.” 


Sectarian violence feared in Irish prisons

BELFAST - 

Protestants and Roman Catholics fear a new out- 
break of violence in Nonhem Ireland - s prisons 
where convicted guerrillas from both sides carry on 
their sectarian feuding behind bars. The crisis in the 
heavily guarded prisons, long a battleground in 
Northern Ireland 1 s 1 3-year-old conflict, mirrors the 
mounting sectarian tension in the streets. Twenty- 
one persons have been killed in the last two months. 

The prison feuds, with convicted Protestant and 
Catholic gunmen demanding segregation from each 
other, erupted last month into ccliblock clashes in 
the Maze Magilligan Prison near Londonderry and 
the women’s prison at Armagh. 

Tommy Lyttle, a leader of the militant Protestant 
Ulster Defense Association, said that the cellblucks 
are “a puwderkeg" and warned "people are going 
to get killed' if the situation worsens. Security 
authorities say the trouble could spread to the 
streets. 

Ai least 1 2 inmates in vlagilligan were hospital- 
ized after a riot Oct. 20 between convicted Potes- 
tants and guards of the mainly Protestant Prison 
Service. The riot took place the day of violence- 


marred elections for a new provincial assembly. 

In a three-day rampage. 120 Protestant loyalists 
wrecked cell blocks in the Maze, where last year 1 0 
jailed Catholic nationalists starved themselves to 
death in a seven-month hunger strike demanding 
political prisoner status. 

The weekly Republican News said three national- 
ist women in Armagh were beaten by loyalists dur- 
ing a movie in the prison chapel. Sectarian tension 
in the prisons has simmered since March iy76. 
when Britain abolished political prisoner status, in 
which rival groups were held in separate prisoner- 
of-war-siyle compounds. 

Since then, under A "criminalization'' policy of 
treating convicted' guerrillas as criminals rather 
than political prisoners, Protestants and Catholics 
are mixed regardless of politics or religion. 
"Criminalization" was the policy the hunger strike 
was organized to protest, and the current trouble 
stems in part from the strike' s results. 

In return for British concessions last year, 
nationalist inmates began doing "acceptable 
work." such as ccliblock orderly duties. But that has 
brought them into contact with loyalists — and 
confrontation. 


The British are resisting demands for segregation 
on grounds that it would bestow a form of political 
prisoner status on the guerrilla groups and permit 
them to establish tight command structures that 
would turn the cellblocks into virtual training 
camps. The British say that was what happened in 
the “special category" compounds before i»76. 

Cellbloek segregation was one of the demands 
made by the hungeT-strikers. all members of the 
outlawed Provisional Irish Republican Army or its . 
Marxist splinter faction, the Irish National Libera- 
tion Army. Instead of completely segregating Pro- 
testant loyaUstsfrom their Catholic rivals, however, 
the British agreed only to allowing them to wear ■ 
their own clothes and associate among themselves. 

On Nov. 2, Irish Republican Army inmates in the 
Maze stepped up their campaign for segregation 
when 145 men who '-had refused to do any prison 
work called off a protest launched during the 
hunger strike. By doing so, they agreed to return to. 
prison workshops, kitchens, and recreation areas 
where they are expected to mix with Protestant* 
stirring new tension arid creating new pressure for 
segregation.

You can see the 
change, not only in foe approach which the 
administration in Washington has adopted since 
Shultz replaced Haig as secretary of state at the end. 
of June. It is evident also in foe American press and 
in foe views expressed in public discussions and in 
letters to the newspapers (the same is true, of 
course, in Europe). And most important of all. it 
affects foe attitude of the American Jewish com- 
munity. which is now deeply divided over the 
attitude it should take toward the Israeli govern- 
ment and its policies. It is this shift of opinion 
among the traditional supporters of Israel in the 
United States that makes it possible for President 
Reagan, if he so wishes, to go forward with the 
policy he has outlined, despite Begin' s open opposi- 
tion to h. 

But there is an important point to remember 
which must qualify any optimism we may fed about 
the apparent new direction of United States policy 
toward the Middle East. The mood of the moment 
which owes so much to disgust over Israel" s excesses 
in Lebanon, over foe bombing and the brutality 
which culminated in foe massacre in foe refugee 
camps, will not last for ever. Israel’s friends, who 
are energetic and resourceful, will fight to win back 
the sympathy which Israel has lost. If there is to be ■ 
headway toward a peace settlement which could be 
acceptable to the Arabs, it needs to be made 
quickly. And that is where it is up to foe Arab 
governments, who possess foe leverage to influence 
the United States and to prevent Washington from 
once more abandoning its good intentions. WBl the 
Arab governments use that leverage? I had to tell 
ray audience at that meeting that I was not sure they 
would, or that they would do so quickly enough. 1 
certainly hope that for everyone’s sake — including 
their own — they do. before it is too late.

He declared that King Hussein of Jordan 
and members of the Committee of Seven, 
formed by the recent Arab summit confer- 
ence. were to discuss means of arranging an 
Arab- Israeli solution during meetings with 
French President Francois Mitterrand in 
Paris shortly. 

He revealed that France was to supply 
Kuwait with unspecified quantities of war- 
planes and military hardware, including Mir- 
age and F-l jet fighters, rockets and tanks.

Afghan fighters 
destroy 3 clubs 

NEW DELHI, Nov. 14 ( AP) — Afghan 
freedom fighters observed the' death of Soviet 
President Leonid Brezhnev by bombing 
three nightclubs in the capital, Kabul, an 
Afghan exile leader said Saturday.

"France is interested 
in closer cooperation with the Arabs, with 
French technology and Arab money con- 
stituting the ideal style of cooperation.” he 
said. 

In response to a question. Cheysson urged 
the Soviet Union to change its policies in 
'“certain parts of the world, especially in 
Afghanistan. 

"The (Soviet) militaiy occupation of 
Afghanistan must be ended.” said Cheysson. 

Cheysson said he expected the Soviet fore- 
ign policy under the new leadership to be a 
continuation of that of the late President 
Leonid Brezhnev. ““Although we and the 
Soviets were aQies against the Nazis, we can- 
not approve the occupation of Afghanistan.” 
he said. "And we hope the Soviet Union will 
join international efforts underway for peace 
in the Middle East. We hope the Soviet 
Union will encourage stability when peace is 
attained in the region.” 

Asked about freedom of navigation in the 
Gulf region. Cheysson said that "France 
attaches great importance to freedom of 
navigation in ail seas.” 

Cheysson warned that Iran's invasion of 
Iraq ‘“is an extremely grave question.” stres- 
sing France’s “support of the pan- Arab 
stand" on the side of Iraq's qnest for peace. 
He said that France was in favor of the Arab 
stance, as declared at the recent summit con- 
ference in Fez. Morocco. 

The Fez summit last September called for a 
peaceful settlement of the 25-month-old 
Iraq-Iran war. warning that the Arabs would 
invoke the Arab League Common Defense 
Charter in support of Iraq if Iran persisted in 
■ sending its forces inside Iraqi territory. 

"France will support all efforts to bring 
that war to an end ” said Cheysson. “France 
has strong relations with Iraq. We hope that 
peace will prevail, now that Iraq has accepted 
(to return to) the 1 975 Algiers accord”.

Zia may moot 
Afghan issue 
with Soviets 

ISLAMABAD. Nov. 14 (Agencies) — On 
the eve of his first visit to the Soviet Union. 
Pakistani President Zia ul-Haq Saturday said 
he hopes to discuss the Afghanistan issue 
with new Soviet leadership “if an opportunity 
arises.” Zia wiD be accompanied by Foreign 
Minister Sahibzada Yakub Khan and Foreign 
Secretary Niaz Naik in funeral ceremonies 
for the late Soviet President Leonid Brezh- 
nev. 

He abruptly cut short his stay in Singapore 
to attend the funeral. The Soviet Union has 
105.000 troops in Afghanistan which has 
brought about an exodus of 2.7 mini on 
Afghan refugees into Pakistan. 

Pakistan and the Soviet Union have fre- 
quently been in touch with each other over 
the Afghanistan question. The last contact 
was when Foreign Secretary Niaz Naik vis- 
ited Moscow in September. 

Zia told reporters . he is making the 
visit as a personal gesture. However, he indi- 
cated he is hoping to discuss the Afghan ques- 
tion with Yuri Andropov. Brezhnev’s succes- 
sor. Zia also said be hoped to meet other 
foreign leaders in Moscow, including Presi- 
dent Hafez Assad of Syria. Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi of India. Palestine Liberation 
Organization Chairman Yasser Arafat and 
United States Vice-President George Bush. 

He did not say whether he also would meet 
in Moscow with Afghan President Babrak 
Karmal. who came to power shortly after the 
Soviet military intervention in Afghanistan 
three years ago. ' ' 


TEL AVIV. Nov. 14 (Agencies) — The 
death toll from the explosion which wrecked 
an Israeli military headquarters in southern 
Lebanon reached 90 as rescue operations 
ended Saturday night with investigators still 
not sure what caused the blast. 

The army said 75 Israeli soldiers were kil- 
led an I 28 injured in the explosion at the 
seven-story building in Tyre on Thursday 
morning. A spokesman said he could not say 
how many Arabs died, but unofficial reports 
have put the number at 15. 

Police investigators who joined army 
engineers sifting through the rubble leaned 
toward die theory that a gas leak had caused 
the explosion. But they said they had still not 
entirely ruled out responsibility of die Pales- 
tine liberation Organization (PLO) for the 
operation. 

The Israeli cabinet was due to hear a report 
on the disaster from Defense Minister Ariel 
Sharon at a meeting Sunday. Ministers were 
expected to announce a national day of 
mourning Monday to mark what is one erf the 
heaviest single blows to the Israeli Army. 

Only 21 Israelis escaped from the wreckage 
or were rescued unharmed, according to the 
army. Israeli television said die day of mourn- 
ing would include a meeting of the Knesset 
(parliament). Special observances would be 
held in schools, and cinemas and places of 
entertainment were expected to be dosed. 

The inddent hasted to increased question- 
ing about the continued presence of Israeli 
troops in Lebanon and demands from at least 
one opposition parliamentarian that Sharon 
should accept ministerial responsibility for 
the disaster and resign. Sharon has reacted 
angrily to this criticism , saying the Israelis will 
stay put until signed security arrangements 
for the defense of Israel are reached with the 
Lebanese government.

N.Yemen affirms 
support for Iraq 

MANAMA. Bahrain. Nov. 14 (AFP) — 
North Yemen, calling Iran’s incursion into 
Iraqi territory a “threat to all Arab coun- 
tries” has reaffirmed its unlimited" support 
for Iraq in the two-year old war. the Iraqi 
News Agency (1NA) monitored here 
reported Sunday. 

North Yemeni Prime Minister Abdul 
Karim Iriani arrived Saturday in Baghdad 
with the message of support from President 
Ali Abdullah Saleh. The visit followed an 
appeal last Wednesday by North Yemen to 
Arab leaders urging them to join in support- 
ing Iraq and “in the defense of Arab ter- 
ritories.” 

North Yemen, along with Jordan and 
Sudan, is providing open military support to 
Iraq. A Yemeni expeditionary corps of about 
500 men is fighting alongside the Iraqi forces.

LAS VEGAS. Nevada Nov. 14 (AP) —

“There are no signs of any brain function.” 
Dr. Lonnie Hammargren said after the nearly 
three-hour surgery. “There are no reflexes, 
no movement, nothing Hammargren said 
there was no hope for Kim’s survival. 

“ What little there ip left (of brain function) 
will stop working after a short while.** he said.

Hammargren said there was a large blood 
clot on the right side of Kim's brain He mirf

: vicious shots to the head that knocked the

..•■'14th round. Hammargren said Kim was being 
kept alive by life support machines. 

' Mancini's manager Dave Wolf, who main- 
mined a vigil at Desert Springs Hospital, said 
■■ Mancini was waiting in his hotel room with 
his family and family priest for word on Kim's 
condition. “Obviously he's extremely distres- 
sed.” said Wolf, who said Mancini was too 
upset to talk with reporters; 

Wolf said be " wouldn't even want to specu- 
late” on what effect the condition of Kira 
might have on Mancini or his future as a 
fighter. 

The knockout came after a brusing 13 
rounds that saw Kim take a beating from the 
champion, but refused to go down. When he 
went down, referee Richard Green knew he 
was hurt, halted the bout and dispensed with 
counting him out. The South Korean was car- 
ried out of the ring on a stretcher to an 


ambulance which rushed him to hospital. 

Cruz keeps crown 

Meanwhile. Dominican Leo Cruz success- 
fully defended his World Boxing Association 
junior featherweight title by knocking out 
Benito Badllla of Chile in the eight round of 
their scheduled 1 5-round fight, in Juan. 

Cruz stopped the eighth-ranked challenger 
with a left hook to the jaw that sent the 
Chilean straight to the canvas. The referee 
counted Badilla out at one minute 46 seconds 
of the round. 

Cruz, malting his first defence of the 
championship he won from Argentine Sergio 
Palma in June, raised his record to 48 wins 
against six losses and one draw. Badilla lost 
for the thud time in 40 professional fights. 

In the second round. Cruz knocked down 
the Chilean with a short right hand shot to the 
chin. But Badilla bounced up on his feet and 
was never in danger again until the final 
round.

Soviet leaders place on trade with the United 
States. U.S. trade experts said. 

Reagan reacted to the declaration of mar- 
tial law in Poland last December by banning 
direct sales of oD and gas equipment by U.S. 
companies. In June he extended the embargo 
to overseas American licensees and affiliates. 

The U.S. president sought to slow or stop 
construction of a Soviet natural gas pipeline 
from Siberia to Western Europe. The project 
means an estimated $1 1 billion in contracts 
for European countries, according to West- 
ern estimates. 

The sanctions cost U.S. firms approxi- 
mately $500 million in lost contracts. West- 
ern diplomats say. Soviet officials and 
American businessmen claim the losses could 
mount as Moscow turns to European and 
Japanese firms in future deals. 

Although most Siberian-West European 
pipeline contracts have already been signed 
with non-American companies, one 
Moscow-based diplomat said “there's still 
plenty of oD and gas business”, with the Soviet 
Union. 

The Americans also hope to sell Moscow 
expertise in reviving moribund Soviet farm 
production. A new Soviet food program, 
unveiled last May. reportedly calls for billions 
of dollars of imported fertilizers, pesticides, 
herbides. farm implements, storage and 
transportation equipment and food proces- 
sing .plants. 


Tanker rates 
show slight 
improvement 

LONDON, Nov. 14 (AFP) — The latest 
flare-up in the fighting between Iran and Iraq 
coincided with improved inquiry in the Gulf 
area jim week, and slightly firmer rates were 
paid out of Iran’s main oil terminal at Kharg 
Island. 

Fixtures to Japan were well to the fore 
along with several cargoes booked Wesi- 
! wards, inducting one very large crude carrier 
( VLCC) to Finland which obtained a nearly 
profitable rate of worldscale- 37.5. 

There were reported fixings of pan cargoes 
on larger vessels, but very tittle demand for 
tonnage in the smaller sizes. A growing 
number of booking, however, was being car- 
ried out on a private basis. 

Activity in Indonesia failed to respond to 
the surprise cut in Indonesian crude oil 
prices, which was aimed at boosting sales. 
London brokers expect other small oil- 
producing countries to follow suit soon. 

Arab fund lends 
$ 17m to Algeria 

KUWAIT, Nov. 14-(R) — The Arab Fund 
for Economic and Social Development Sun- 
day loaned Algeria five million Kuwaiti 
dinars (about $17 million) to finance a hospi- 
tal project, the official Kuwait news agency 
said. 

The 16-year-loan, including a three-year 
grace period, is repayable at six percent 
interest. 


Hit by recession 

Oil boom a far cry— experts 


HOUSTON, Nov. 14 ( R) — U.S. oil indus- 
try leaders, increasingly pessimistic about the 
short-term outlook, believe that a substantial 
turnaround in oil demand and prices may be 
several yea is away. 

They foresee only slight improvement at 
best in' 1983, judging by their comments at 
the annual meeting here last week of the 
American Petroleum Institute (API). 

Barring a Middle East conflict that might 
curtail crude oil supplies, some oil executives 
do not expect a robust recovery of the oil 
marker, now hit chiefly by economic reces- 
sion and energy conservation, until the sec- 
ond half of the decade. 

Specifically in the United States, industry 
hopes that the administration would quickly 
decontrol gas prices next year are fading 
while the chances are growing that oil and gas 
companies will pay higher taxes. 

The chairman of Exxon, the world’s big- 
gest oil company, Clifford Garvin, said at the 
API meeting that he expected U.S. and world 
oil demand to be about flat in 1983 and that 
prices would be stable or decline in real 
terms. 

Other industry observers hold a similar 
view. Oil analyst John Ryan of Roian Mosle 
sees a rise of only 1.1 percent in non- 
Communist world oil demand next year after 
a probable decline of 43 percent in 1982 to 
44.9 million barrels daily. 

Such forecasts assume a growth in 1983 of 
at least 2.5 percent in gross national product, 
the total of goods and services produoed *y a 
country during the year. 

Analysts say the rise in oil demand will be 
much lower because of energy conservation 
and expectation that the heavy users of oil 


products will not be among industries that 
lead the way out of recession. Ryan noted 
that the weakest sectors of die U.S. economy 
were among those that arc intensive users of 
energy — car making, forest products, glass 
and primary metals. 

Even if oil demand picked up. surplus pro- 
duction capacity in members of OPEC (the 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries) would keep prices from strengthening 
in 1983, analysis and oilmen said. 

Some industry executives think the oil 
slump will continue during next year. The 
president of Shell Oil, the U.S. member of the 
giant Anglo- Dutch Shell group, John Book- 
out, has said he does not expect demand to 
match available supply before 1 985 or 198ri. 
Tenneco chief economist William Johnson 
predicted “the long-term weakness in the 
world oil market will continue at least until 
1 988" with no real upturn until the end of the 
decade. 

Meanwhile, decontrol of U.S. natural gas 
levels, to allow them to float up broadly to 
world market levels, now seems less likely in 
1983 than recently thought. 

Price controls are due to end on Jan. 1. 
1985, but President Reagan has encouraged 
the industry by calling for earlier dcontrol 
and Energy Secretary James Edwards says 
the administration will submit legislation 
early in 1983 to provide for immediate 
decontrol.

Only pipeline curbs eased--U.S. 


WASHINGTON. Nov. 14 (AFP) — The 
announcement ending U.S. sanctions affect-' 
ing the Soviet Union applies only to the 
export of Soviet- destined oil and gas tech-' 
nology. a White House spokesman has said. 

The lifting of the American embargo on 
supplies for the Siberia-to- Europe Soviet gas 
pipeline was decreed earlier in the day by 
President Ronald Reagan, who said his move 
was part of an agreement with allied indus- 
trial, nations on East- West trader- 

Reagan originally reacted to the declara- 
tion of martial law in Poland last December 
bv a series of prohibitions, including suspen- 
sion of export licenses for oil and gas equip- 
ment to the Soviet Union. 

The presidential spokesman said Saturday 
that the other punitive sanctions ordered by 
Reagan last December remained in force. 

.These included: No delivery or renewal of 
export licenses for electronic and advanced 
technology equipment. Suspension of 
negotiations to renew a maritime agreement, 
and suspension of U.S.-Soviet flights by the 
Soviet airline, Aeroflot. Non-renewal of 
expiring bilateral trade agreements between 
\foscow and Washington. Adjournment of 
negotiations for a long-term agreement on 
export of U.S. grain to the Soviet Union. 
Closure of the Soviet purchasing center in 
New York. 

America's dispute with Europe over the 
pipeline escalated on June 18 when President 
Reagnn extended his ban on the export of 
U.S. equipment for the pipeline to include 
foreign subsidiaries of U.S. companies. 

On Aug. 23. France became the first coun-

try to defy the ban when Minister of research 
and Industry Jean-Perre Chevenment 
ordered Dresser France, a subsidiary of 
Dresser Industries of Dallas, Texas, and 
Creusot- Loire, a French company, to ship 
parts contracted for the Soviet-built gas 
pipeline from Siberia to Western Europe. 

On Aug. 26, Washington imposed a tem- 
porary technology denial order on Dresser 
France and Creusot Loire, when three com- 
pressors for the pipeline project were shipped 
from France. 

The three compressors were among a total 
of 21 that Dresser France had contracted to 


provide for the pipeline. West Geimany. 
Italy, and Britain also eventually rejected 
President Reagan's embargo on pipeline 
supplies and were sanctioned by the United 
States. 

Four French companies along with com- 
panies in Britain, West Germany, and Italy, 
hold the bulk erf $1 1 billion in Soviet pipeline 
contracts. 

British Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher 
said in September that she had told President 
Reagan that Britian would go ahead with its 
pipeline contracts “especially since you in the 
United States are delivering wheat " 


EEC urged to fight recession 
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PARIS, Nov. I4(R) — European Socialist 
parties called for a community- wide program 
of economic expansion to pull the continent 
out of recession, and urged cooperation 
among member countries on security. 

The proposals were made by Socialist and 
Social Democratic parties in the European 
Economic Community, along with Spanish 
and Portuguese parties, at the end of a two- 
day congress aimed at forging joint economic 
strategy. 

All-1 6-member parties except the British 
Labor Party backed a resolution which 
blamed monetarism and conservative 
deflationary policies for the crisis in Europe 
and said the community had failed to meet 
the needs and aspirations of its citizens. 

It condemned nationalism and protection- 
ism and set out a program for integrated * 
European industrial monetary, regional and 
social policies which party leaders said would 
generate growth and employment 

Dutch Labor Party leader Joop Eoauyl. 
who chaired the congress of the confedera- 
tion of co mmuni ty Socialist parties, said die 
resolution marked “a dear decision to have 


reflationary policies at a European level." 

The program, which did not specially men- 
tion the common agricultural policy, echoed 
proposals for a coordinated community 
strategy which France’s Socialist government 
has promoted recently to little enthusiasm 
from other members. 

French Socialist Party leader Lionel Jospin 
and Foreign Minister Claude Cheysson told 
the congress Europe's economies would 
emerge from stagnation through centrally 
planned programs rather than through mar- 
ket forces. 

The Socialist leaders pointed to agreement 
on a co mm on text on European security as a 
major achievement at the congress. This said 
the dramatic confrontation between the 
United States and Soviet Union was leading 
to over-armament and an increasing threat of 
audear war. 

As a result, “the presence of a Europe 
capable of taking independent political 
action' 1 was required. Cooperation over 
European security was a logical consequence 
of the development of European political 
cooperation, the resolution sard. 
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LONDON, (AFP) — The executive of 
the International Cocoa Organization will 
meet here Dec. 8-10 to grapple with the 
persistent weakness of the world cocoa 
market. ICCO sources have confirmed. The 
meeting will yet again study the offer from a 
consortium of Brazilian banks to lend the 
ICCO S75 million to finance short-term 
purchases of cocoa. 

PARIS (AP) — The 10 commercial jets 
ordered by Libya from Airbus Industrie 
may be delivered with engines made by 
Rolls Royce of Britain in order to drenm- 
vent a U.S. embargo on exports of the jets 
to the north African nation, a spokeswoman 
for the European consortium has said. The 
-Libyan order is worth about S700 milli on to 
the French-based consortium. 

ATHENS (AFP) — A 12-member 
delegation from the Union erf Greek Ship- 
owners has left here for a three-day visit to 
Communist China. The delegation, headed 
by the union's President Aristomenis 
Kanageorgis, left Saturday. A statement 
said that during the visit the delegation will 


have talks with representatives of the Chin- 
ese public freight company Chinochart and 
with Chinese officials. 

PARIS (AFP) — The number of dvfl 
servants in France is expected to increase by 

25.000 in 1983, taking the number of jobs 
created in this sector in three years to 

110.000 against the target of 130.000 
announced by President Francois Mitter- 
rand as part of his program to boost the 
economy, according to official figures pub- 
lished here. 

STOCKHOLM (AFP) — The Socialist 
Government has proposed a biO where by 
20 percent of company profits in 1983 
would be frozen at the central bank for two 
years without interest. The money would be 
used to modernize of develop companies. 

BERN (AFP) — The leading Swiss

UAE denies 
local banks 
irf, trouble 

ABU DHABI, Nov. 14 (WAM) — An 
official source at the UAE central bank has 
denied that some local banks were running 
into financial difficulties on account of their 
involvement in stock speculations. 

In a statement toA/XfcletfJnewspaper of 
Sharjah, the source attributed the decline in 
the UAE share prices to reasons. related to 
supply and demand and added that the cur- 
rent fluctuations and decline were both 
natural and temporary. 

He affirmed that the UAE markets did not 
suffer shortage in liquidity. “The slow pace of 
investment indicates the lack erf opportunity 
and not shortage of liquidity” he explained. 

Commenting on a recent official 
announcement that a new local stock market 
wifl be set up in the near future, he said the 
existing investment and productive com- 
panies constituted a nucleus for the proposed 
market.

Tanzania firm poses pollution hazard 


DAR ES SALAAM. Nov. 14 (AP) — A 
severe recession has idled or cur taile d pro- 
duction at most factories in the Tanzanian 
capital. But one, nestled among cashew nut 
trees on the city's outskirts, is busy producing 
cheap roofing material. 

But the asbestos used by the plant poses a 
deadly health hazard, environmentalists say. 
Some see it as a glaring example of health 
risks in Third World Countries arising 
because authorities haven’t the means or are 
too unexperienced to combat them. 

Officials of Abesco. a joint-venture firm 
owned by the Tanganian government and a 
London-registered firm. Chandaria Indus- 
tries. maintain that numerous ; safety devices 
are being used at the factory. 

“In a place like this, we cannot expect to 
maintain European standards,” said mainte- 
nance engineer Prasada Rao. a member of an 
Indian management team brought over to 
run the factory. 

Plant manager Pradeep Dutta said that get- 
ting rid of asbestos waste is “our biggest 
headache.” “There was no proper planning 
on how to handle this waste,” he said. 
Nonetheless, he maintains that afl waste is 
confined to the plant’s compound where it 
will eventually be covered with mud. He said 
there is no health risk because only jungle 
surrounds the area. 

However, a drainage ditch pasang under 
the factory fence has turned adjacent land 
into an asbestos-contaminated bog. 

The Indian management says it believes no 


asbestos escapes into the air. Bul when pres- 
sed. it admits it has no device to measure fiber 
level. 

An American researcher at the University 
of Dar es Salaam said developing countries 
like Tanzan ia often lack the expertise to regu- 
late industries that use dangerous materials.. 
And while production technology is some- 
times provided by large foreign firms, this 
often does not include pollution standards 
that are mandatory in the West.

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Round-up 
of Sikhs 
continues 

Asiad rehearsal 
goes off smoothly 

NEW DELHI, Nov. 14 (R) — Indian 
police rounded up dozens more Sikh milit- 
ants Sunday in a major security operation 
coinciding with a rehearsal for this Friday's 
opening ceremony of the Asian Games. 

The rehearsal attended by Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi, went off without incident but 
hundreds of heavily armed police and sec- 
urity officials were on duty inside and outside 
the main stadium and blocking roads near the 
arena. 

Spectators were not allowed to carry bags 
or even lunch boxes into the stadium in the 
center of New Delhi. Sikhs, who wear dag- 
gers as part of their religion, were allowed to 
carry knives only if they were no more than 
six-inches long. 

Security officials said that in the past 24 
hours Sikh extremists were arrested in Delhi 
and in northern state of Punjab where most 
Sikhs live. The Press Trust of India news 
agency reported that so far a round 500 milit- 
ants had been arrested since the roundup 
started several days ago to head off 
threatened demonstrations during the Asian 
Games by Sikhs wanting more autonomy in 
Punjab. 

Checks are being made on roads into New 
Delhi, and airports and railway stations are 
under scrutiny. Sikh sources said dozens of 
militants had gone into hiding or taken refuge 
in Sikh temples, including the Sikhs' holiest 
shrine, the Golden Temple at Amritsar. 
Newspapers said some militants had evaded 
capture and were already in the capital. 

Ironically, at Sunday's rehearsal a Sikh, 
Sports Minister Buta Singh, shared the dais 
with Mrs. Gandhi to watch the colorful cere- 
mony. Sikhs like Singh, who is also chairman 
of the games organizing committee, are well 
represented among officials running the 
event and many Indian athletes competing 
are Sikhs. 

In a brief speech at the rehearsal, which 
was used to inaugurate die main stadium. 
Mrs. Gandhi said that although some Indians 
were still opposed to the games because of 
the cost they would leam of the prestige the 
games would give India. The 75,000-seat 
stadium, named after Mrs. Gandhi's father 
and former Prime Minister Jawaharla! 
Nehru, was nearly full for the rehearsal. 

The rehearsal went like clockwork and 
even the elephants, one of the organizers’ 
major headaches, behaved impeccably. They 
paraded calmly in the stadium, damping fears 
that they might foul the ground or grow 
rowdy. 

Games officials have meanwhile said that 
Iran and Iraq, at war for the past two years, 
will sink their battlefield differences if they 
meet on the sports field during the games. 
Umrao Singh, chairman of the games techni- 
cal conduct committee, said he had been 
assured by Iran they had no objection to play- 
inc Iraq if the two sides should meet.

Brazilians vote in crucial elections today 


RIO DE JANEIRO. Brazil. Nov. 14 
(AFP) — Brazil's 58 milli on voters prepare 
to pass judgment Monday on the country’s 1 8 
years of dictatorship, economic miracle, and 
ruinous inflation in the most important elec- 
tions in 30 years. The electoral campaign has 
been marked by relaxed restrictions on polit- 
ical activity, allegations of police harassment 
and the emergence of new parties. 

The ruling Democratic and Social- 
Governmental Party (PDS). which enjoys the 
support of the military and is led by President 
Joao Figueiredo, a former general, hopes to 
gain approval for its development policies 
designed to make Brazil a world power by 
exploiting the nation's immense natural 
weaith. 

The opposition, led by the Brazilian 
Democratic Movement Party (PMDB). seeks 
to end the “dictatorship” of die last 1 8 years, 
mitigate the social dislocations of the 
development projects, bring down the 100 
percent inflation rate, and reduce the 
$72,000 million foreign debt. 

In preparation for the elections for 22 gov- 
ernors. 479 lower house deputies. 25 
senators. 949 regional representatives, 3.840 
mayors and 50,920 municipal conn dim en. 
President Figueiredo has relaxed restrictions 
on political activity since his accession to 
power in March 1 979. 

The president has amnestied political pris- 
oners. allowed exiles to return, and abolished 
“exceptional” legislation including a ban on 
more than two political parties, leading to the 
appearance of the Democratic Workers Party 
(PDT). the Workers Party (PT). and the 
Brazilian Workers Party (PTB). in addition 
to the major PMDB opposition party. 

Nevertheless. Figueiredo has hedged his 
liberalization with an electoral law ail owing 


voters to support only one party. If a voter 
votes for. say. a gubernatorial candidate of the 
PDS and a city councilman representing the 
PMDB . his ballot win be invalidated by virtue 
of the electoral law, which opposition figures 
say favors the ruling PDS. 

Implicitly at stake in the elections is the 
future of the regime itself, with a constitution 
that empowers the president to rule by decree 
in aH matters concerning “ nation al security.” 

The powerful presidency has rendered the 
parliament impotent, unable to pass into law 
a single of the 6337 bills presented during 
the last session. On the other hand, all the 
bills except one presented by the executive, 
were enacted into law. The PDS-dominated 
parliament passed a law several months ago. 


demanding a two-thirds majority to amend 
the constitution. weD beyond the reach of the 
opposition. 

The PDS also needs a parliamentary 
majority to guarantee its own successor to 
President Figueiredo in the presidential elec- 
tions of 1985. The president is elected by an 
electoral college consisting largely of mem- 
bers of parliament. 

Despite a large measure of freedom of 
speech that has allowed PDT leader Leone! 
Brizola to denounce “this dictatorship which 
has lasted longer than Hitler’s.” the cam- 
paign has been marred by 26 campaign- 
related deaths and the dispatch of troops to 
several states to maintain order. 


Space walk put off for a day 


cape Canaveral, Florida, Nov. 14 

( AP) — U.S. space officials put off for one 
day Sunday's scheduled walk in space by two 
space shuttle astronauts when one of them 
came down with motion sickness. 

Mission specialist William Lenoir is the 
sixth of NASA’s first 12 shuttle astronauts to 
be struck with motion sickness, the malaise of 
weightlessness. He and Joseph Allen had 
already unstowed their equipment for the 
outdoors ex erase Saturday when Houston 
sent word of the postponement. 

The space walk is the only important objec- 
tive remaining for tbe crew of Columbia 
before their return to Earth Tuesday. The 
flight director said that, if it became abso- 
lutely necessary, Allen might take the space 
walk alone. So little work was scheduled 


Saturday that the astronauts pressed mission 
control for news of home. 

“The biggest news is the new secretary- 
general of the Communist Party” in foe 
Soviet Union, flight communicator Michael 
Coats told them. He also read items about 
Poland's Lech Walesa and a march of Viet- 
nam veterans in Washington. 

Meanwhile, NASA recovery ships arrived 
Saturday towing two spent rockets that 
helped propel Columbia into orbit. The boos- 
ters wifi be refurbished for reuse on a later 
flight. The ships were a day late because of 
rough seas and other retrieval problems. 
They were on station 140 miles east of here 
when foe boosters parachuted into foe Atlan- 
tic after being jettisoned two minutes into foe 
shuttle's fifth flight. 


Nigeria, America differ on Namibia

LAGOS, Nov. 14 (AFP) — Nigeria and 
foe United States differ sharply over the 
question of Namibian independence, obser- 
vers said here during the visit to Lagos by 
U3. Vice President George Bush. 

‘A joint communique published here 
Saturday outlined the position of each side 
with regard to Namibia, and both Bush and 
Nigerian vice president brought out existing 
differences particularly with regard to the 
presence of Cuban troops in Angola, which 
borders Namibia. 

Bush, who left here Sunday for Moscow to 
lead the U.S. delegation at the funeral of 
Leonid Brezhnev, acknowledged Nigeria's 
“ firm k and constructive criticism'' of foe U .S. 
position, which calls fora Cuban pullout from 
Angola prior to a settlement in Namibia. 

When be arrived here from Senegal Friday 
*3ush lauded Nigeria as “the world's fourth 
largest democracy 1 ' and spoke of foe love of 
independence which both countries sbared. 
The joint communique referred to the “vital 
importance” which both governments 
attached to peace and security -in southern 
Africa and early decolonization of Namibia. 


Both sides stated that the highest priority 
should be placed on U.N. Resolution 435 
which sets out a program for a settlement in 
Namibia. Questioned on foe U.S. view of 
next week's annual African conference, 
which is being reconvened in Tripoli, Libya, 
Bush replied that Washington did not tike the 
policies of Libyan leader Muammar Qaddafi 
and was apposed to Libyan attempts to des- 
tabilize its neighbors. 

However, he said, the United States could 
not interfere in the affalrs of the Organization 
of African Unity. (After the failure of a first 
attempt to convene foe OAU summit in 
August, because of the lack of a quorum, 
some African states accused foe United States 
of lobbying for a boycott of the Tripoli con- 
ference.) 

Bush said that leaders of the three coun- 
tries he had visited so far bad all criticized foe 
dose links between the United States and 
South Africa . Sources close to his delega- 
tion said that Bush would resume his tour 
Monday in Lusaka, Zambia, after attending 
the funeral ceremonies in Moscow. 
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Italy search 
for premia* 

commences 

ROME. Nov. 14 (R) — Italy was in tbe 
hands of a caretaker government Sunday 
after Prime Minister Giovanni Spadotini 
handed his five-party coalition's resignation 
to President Sandro Pertini for the second 
time in three days. 

Pertini wOl meet all the- country’s leaders 
from Monday and could announce the name 
of a prospective prime minister to succeed 
Spadotini by Tuesday night. But if no candi- 
date wins support in parliament. Pertini will 
be obliged against his will to dissolve the 
lower bouse and call early elections for Italy’s 
43rd postwar government 

Spadotini. leader of the small Republican 
Party, first offered to resign Thursday. But 
President Pertini insisted on parliament 
debating the issue. He returned to the presi- 
dent Saturday night after the debate con- 
firmed his view that deep economic policy 
divisions between the Christian Democrats 
and Socialists who form the backbone of his 
administration had put foe 1 1 -week-old coal- 
ition beyond repair. 

Spadotini formed his first coalition in June 
1 981 . It fell in August but was revived again 
only to become embroiled in a feud involving 
the Socialist finance minister and tbe Christ- 
ian Democratic treasury minister. 

Christian Democratic Senate leader Amin- 
tore Fanfani. seen as a leading contender for 
the post of next prime minister, was the first 
to call on President Pertini for routine consul- 
tations. He declined to comment on the 
future government when be left the presiden- 
tial palace to go to Moscow for foe funeral of 
Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev. 

Political sources said Pertmf s most likely 
course was initially to ask a senior Christian 
Democrat, the largest grouping in parlia- 
ment to form the next government Foreign 
Minister Emilio Colombo is also considered a 
strong candidate, slightly ahead of Amintore 
Forlani who led the last Christian Democratic 
government before a series of scandals forced 
its resignation in 1981. 

But it was not immediately clear whether 
foe Socialists, led by Party Secretary Bettino 
Craxt would be prepared to serve under a 
government headed by the Christian Democ- 
rats. who have close links with the cfmrrlv

Ronald Reagan. 

The chancellor is to have a working lunch 
with the president Monday and the Reagans 
are hosting a dinner for chancellor and Mrs. 
Kohl Monday evening. West German Fore- 
ign Minister Hans- Dietrich GenscheT. and 
perhaps U.S. Secretary of State George 
Shultz, plan to try to fly back from the Mos- 
cow funeral of the late Soviet President 
Leonid Brezhnev in time for the Washington 
dinner. West German government sources ■ 
said last week. 

During his visit. Kohl, who has been chan- 
cellor since Oct. 1 . says he wants to assure foe 
Americans of the continuity of West German 
foreign policy under his government particu- 
larly its commitment to NATO. He also says 
he wants to clear up misunderstandings tint 
have arisen between foe United States. and 
West Germanyover matters such as Reagan’s 
embargo against the Soviet natural gas. 
pipeline. 

Kohl’s government Saturday greeted 
Reagan's lifting of the embargo as a “good 
prelude” to Kohl's U.S. visit and a signal to 
the Soviets that it is time for some construc- 
tive developments in East- West relations. \ 

NATO general 
pleads for forces 

MADRID. Nov. 14 (AFP) — U.S. Gen. 
Bernard Rogers.- the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization's (NATO) supreme comman- 
der. said NATO must strengthen its'eonyea- 
tional forces to “raise the nuclear threshold.”. , 
the El Pais newspaper said Sunday. 

Gen. Rogers told El Pais that he hoped 
NATO could achieve a credible conventional 
deterrence by the end of the decade and thus, 
allow a reduction of nuclear weapons in 
Europe, particularly short-range missiles. 

The genera] said the present inferiority of 
NATO forces vis-a-vis Warsaw Pact armies 
would force NATO to use nuclear weapons 
quickly to party a conventional attack and 
that this diminished foe credibility of' 
NATO' s power of dissuasion. . ' •- 

To upgrade NATO's conventional fighting 
capacity and thus raise the threshold for 
recourse to nuclear weapons, the general cal- 
led for modernization of conventional 
weapons, improving intelligence services, 
increasing the number of men under aruifi, 
improving training, and expanding the 
reserves. 

He refused to rule out the possibility of 
using nuclear arms because of foe need for a 
“realistic deterrence” in Western Europe. 
Gen. Rogers said the fulfillment of pledges to 
upgrade NATO forces would entail- a four 
percent annual increase in NATO defense 
spending over the next six years.

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Utilitarian objects on view in U.S.

NEW YORK (SNS) -.LooJcagain. As the 
landmark exhibition titled ” Scandinavian 
Modern: 1880-198CF repeatedly shows, 
thoughtfully planned and. well-crafted 
objects, be theyfumiture, g las s, metalwork 
or textiles, survive an initial, fleeting popular- 
ity and settle down to long lives of timeless 
beauty and continued usefulness. 

A stylized blue- and- gold Danish tureen 
that sports a long-beaked heron head as a 
useful handle is as fitting for the 1980s as for 
the year 1 888, when it was designed. So, too, 
a sflver-and-opal dragonfly brooch created 
by Denmark’s Georg Jensen back in 1907. A 
hammered silver pitcher of 1925 is purity 
itself in line and form, and the armchair 
designed in 1 929 by Finland’ s Alvar Aalto in 
sinuous curves of natural wood seems to float 
through space and over time. 

Spare but refined, classic Scandinavian 
design, one advocate poetically suggests, 
“ scatters flowers before your feet and lays the 
pale colors and mild beauty of Nordic sum- 
mer before your eyes.” Less apparent, he 
adds, is the truth that this sunny effect is 
achieved against a background of darkness, 
cold, ice and snow. 

Such beauty “will come by itself — from 
within,” a Danish designer reasons, if an 
object meets high standards in performing 
the function for which it was designed. This is 
the unifying theme of the 300 utilitarian 
objects now on view here at the Cooper- 
Hewiti Museum, the Smithsonian's national 
museum of design. 

Denmark, Sweden, Norway, Finland and, 
to a lessor extent, Iceland — each has a long 
history of design prominence. Dating back to 
1 900, when Viking Revival and Art Nouveau 
styles made a splash at the ftms Exposition, 
Scandinavian-designed products have found 
enthusiastic and loyal customners the world 
over. 

Though Nordic styles have evolved over 
the years, most Americans have come to 
think of Scandinavian design as the look so 
popular internationally during the 1 950s, the 
culmination of innovative, functional princi- 
ples reaching back to about 1930. Utilitarian 
in concept, the style's forms were simple but 
refined. 

Says David McFadden, curator of the 
exhibit and general editor of the 287-page 
exhibition catalog: “The products were com- 
petently and conscientiously designed and 
fabricated; they were functional but human- 
ized, and whether seen m a public auditorium 
or the small apartment, they carried an obvi- 
ous mantle of quality.” 

Still appealing three decades later are such 
designs as the perfectly proportioned Uekki 
pattern covered dishes produced in Finland 
by Arabia — they can be used for cooking 
and serving; the sleek uiensOs by Denmark’s 
Arne Jacobsen that suggest their purpose 
with minima] reference tQ traditional knives, 
forks and spoons, and a classic steel- and-’ 
fabric folding stool, also from Denmark, 
designed by Poul Kjaerholra. 

For aD the success of the ‘50s look, ihe 
world — and the Scandinavian nations them- 
selves — have moved on to other design con- 
cepts and styles. Other European nations, 
especially Italy, came on strong in the design 
field in the 1960s after their economies shook 
off the remaining ravages of World War D. 
Then, too, within the Nordic nations, coordi- 
nated design activities that once involved 
artists and industries tended to dissolve dur- 
ing the troubled 1960s and '70s as cultural 
and economic values changed and were re- 
examined. 

The new generation of designers, Nor- 
wegian museum director Jan-Lauritz Opstad 
writes, “was no longer solely interested in the 
right form and correct functional charac- 
terisitics of the individual object, nor was it so 
set on the thought of making good consumer 
products intended for the home. Instead, it 
focused on the public environment ... (and) 
believed that industrial production should 
aim to satisfy the needs of all. not just those 
who can afford to buy products.” 

The design scene in Denmark today, for 
example, is generally dominated by special- 
ized and often complex equipment for pro- 
fessional use — medical-technical machin- 
ery, building components, industrial hard- 
ware, computers and production -control 
equipment. In Finland, the trend is toward

solving problems associated with specific 
groups, from children' s toys and aids for okl 
people to special equipment needed by the 
disabled. 

In contrast, a number of young designers 
have left urban centers to devote themselves 
to crafts as a way of life, and, today, because 
of high industry wage scales, their handmade 
goods are sometimes economically competi- 
tive with similar objects nfiaA* in factories — a 
paradoxkaldevelopment also reflected now 
in the United States. 

For the remainder of the 1 980s, there does 
seem to be a dream, Swedish design director 
Lennart Lindkvist suggests, of enriching 
functional industrial products, i n cl uding 
glass, textiles and furniture, with a new artis- 
tic sensibility. “ We may find that designees 
are able to impart a new poetic- and sensual 
dimension to necessary everyday goods,” he 
says. 

From about the time of the 1900 Paris 
Exposition, tradition and innovation have 
been twin concerns of Nordic designers. So 
strong has been the Scandinavian tenet that 
design should reflect the fundamental values 
of the Scandinavian people that the director 
of the Finnish Society of Crafts and Design 
can state: “Design expresses our national 
identity in a material form.” 

Indeed, geography, climate and a number 
of social and political factors all have influ- 
enced the design of Scandinavian products. 
That the region was isolated from the rest of 
Europe until fairly recently provided a foun- 
dation for special design features. “In the 
past,” the Swedish critic UI Haord Af Segers- 
tad has written, “ impulses from the leading 
cultural nations on the Continent passed only 
very slowly through the filter of geographic 
distance and poverty, and a great deal of time 
passed before they were adapted to the 
harsher conditions of the North.” 

Far more important to Nordic design, he 
maintains, was a fusion of the waning peasant 
and craft culture of the late 19th century 
(with its utilitarian ideas springin g from harsh 
conditions) to industrial efficiency and 
socially oriented functionalism in these 
nations. 

Within the group of five nations, however, 
geographical differences have created varied 
design identities. Early in the century, penin- 
sular Denmark found appeal in the arts and 
crafts movement of England. Norway, where 
topography splits the antion into hundreds of 
small communities along fiords and valleys, 
has been a leader in sophisticated crafts. Fin- 
land, because it stands in a political and cul- 
tural crossfire between East and West, boasts 
an "art for art’s sake'’ design tradition asser- 
tively independent from its four Nordic 
neighbors, whereas Sweden? s location places 
it in contact with Russian and German design 
trends and related production development. 

Climate is another major factor in the 
Scandinavian look. The changes of seasons, 
partic ularlythe radical shifts .from -winter to 
spring go far in explaining the designers’

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“fixation” on nature and their use of natural 
materials and organic forms extensively in 
their designs. Hard Af Segrestad points out. 

“ Above afl. the climate nurtured an inter- 
est in the borne and its furnishings unparal- 
leled elsewhere in Europe,” he says.” During 
certain periods this interest has almost 
developed into a cult ... In contrast to the 
social life of southern Europe, in which the 
streets and squares are important meeting 
places, Scandinavian social life remains cen- 
tered in the home.” 

Coupled with climate as a design influence 
were certain ideals that came to be shared 
during the 1950s when the Scandinavian 
nations set up social. welfare states. Modern 
design was to be considered the visual expres- 


sion of the socially- just society, according to 
Norwegian museum director Peter Anker, 
and there was a conviction that ordinary peo- 
ple had a right to a comfortable home that 
was healthy and safe but also functional and 
aesthetically satisfying. The roots of this con- 
cern run deep through the history of Scan- 
dinavian design as the words of the Danish 
delight of your feUowmeo in their daily life. 
Throw away your your artistfs berets designer 
Poul Henningsen decidedly show: 

“ Dear Craftsmen friends! How can you 
expect us to go on respecting you ... while 
you ignore your obligations to the modem 
world? .. Think a little, and consider your 
.. obligations to make things for the dc be- 
rets and get into overalls....” 


Political broth simmers 
in Chile’s soup kitchens

SANTIAGO. Chile (AP) — The com- 
munal soup pot a fixture of the Great Depre- 
ssion with political overtones, is bubbling 
again in blue collar districts as Chileans con- 
front their deepest recession since the 1 930$. 

In church centers, union halls and streets of 
this capital, neighbors gather weekly or even 
more often around wood fires and blackened 
kettles of begged or donated beans, noodles 
and beef. Already, the “olla comun.” as 
Chileans call this community-organized soup 
kitchen, has come to nourish nearly 13.000 
people, the church estimates. That represents 
less than two percent of the number fed by 
government and charity programs. But the 
soup kitchens’ reappearance in recent 
months has significance beyond the numbers. 

It reflects the strain of soaring unemploy- 
ment on one of Latin America's most 
advanced social welfare systems and a mod- 
est stirring of political activism in a country 
whose nuStary government bans most politi- 
cal meetings. “The olla comun is not so much 
a solution to the problem as a form of protest, 
a means of organizing.” said a social worker 
who supplies benches and tables for a weekly 
cookout in the Huaraachuco district. 

Unemployment has tripled in the past 14 
months to one-fourth of the w'ork force, offi- 
cials say. After five years of growth, the 
economy is expected to shrink 1 3 percent in 
1 982 as a result of the world recession and the 
government’s tight-moncy attack on infla- 
tion. 

In downtown Santiago's pedestrian shop- 
ping malls, teen-aged street vendors illegally 
hawk toys. They often outnumber the shop- 
keepers. Many are sent by their jobless 
fathers from places like Huamachuco. In that 
neighborhood, where a textile plant was 
closed in January. 839 of the 1.198 house- 
holds have no steady full-time income, 
according to labor leaders. 

One recent Sunday afternoon, at the end of 
a dirt road running past their uupainted 
wooden homes. 60 of Huamacbuco’s hungry 
lined up for rations of "porotos” — beans — 
from two big kettles. Some children came 
back for sixth helpings. In an hour the kettle 
was empty. A neighborhood committee of 
unemployed organized the meal, asking mer- 
chants to donate the makings and then cook- 
ing outside the home of their secretary. Pablo 
Samorano. 43. 

Samorano was laid off last February as a 
S430-a-month government clerk. His wife 
Lucy, who lost her two-day-a-week job as a 


maid in April, did the cooking. The 
S amoraii os get some state subsidies. Pablo 
has drawn S61 a month in unemployment 
insurance for pulling weeds in an emergency 
public employment program. His tuber- 
culosis treatments arc free, as are lunches for 
one of his two children in school. 

Rolf Ludets. the government minister 
charged with leading an economic recovery, 
has said Chile's "very good network of wel- 
fare benefits” has “ kept social peace ” during 
the recession and will be expanded. Bui 
prices of bread, sugar and other staples are up 
more than 20 percent since they were laid off. 
and for now* the Samoranos cannot afford to 
eat more than once a day or to treat their 
children's chronic colds. “Sometimes we go • 
two or three days with only bread and tea.” 
Pablo Samorano told a visitor. 

Such poverty is new to most people in 
Huamachuco. and at the cookout they shared 
tips on bow to cope turning dogs on biO col- 
lectors. selling stoves and televisions, pawn- 
ing wedding rings, sleeping through lunc- 
htime. Relief workers say the “oQas" started 
after a July flood as a way of sharing food. But 
they have continued and spread as disguised 
political meetings in a country that outlaws 
open political activity. 

In Huamachuco. activists have collected 
signatures on a petition for local public works 
projects and suspension of obligations by the 
jobless to pay school fees and utility bills. 
Although police have broken up at least two 
“ollas” in other neighborhoods, the military 
regime has allowed its appointed mayors to 
respond to such initiatives. The civilian 
mayor of Renca. the municipality that 
includes Huamachuco. has promised to con- 
sider hiring unemployed workers to bufld a 
health clinic. 

Social workers who deal with the poor say 
such limited activism poses no threat to Gen. 
Augusto Pinochet, who has ruled Chile for 
nine years. Some say Pinochet is popular 
among working class Chileans, and he is evi- 
dently trying to keep that following. Last 
month he paid a surprise visit to three neigh- 
borhoods with high unemployment. He said 
he “would like to have a magic wand to make 
things better overnight” and declared: “1 am 
a general of the poor.” 

Around the kettle in Huamachuco. how- 
ever. it was clear the recession has eroded 
Pinochet's support. “Sure, he’s a general of 
the poor.” .quipped Manuela Lopez, an 
unemployed nurse. “And he’s a conscript of 
the rich.” 


Hong Kong makes sci-fi film

HONG KONG (R) — The studio that 
pioneered Kung Fu movies has turned to its 
own brand of science fiction in a bid to rap- 
ture fresh audiences in Asia and the United 
States. ... 

Twinkle Twinkle. Little Star, the story of a 
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pretty girl’s adventures in orbit aboard a 
spacecraft full of monsters and maniacs, 
being produced by the Hong Kong-based 
Shaw Organization, is nearing completion. 
The conglomerate headed by Sir Run Run 
Shaw has recently been turning up a series of 
comedies following a decline in the popular- 
ity of its once money-spinning Kung Fu epics. 

It co-produced two science fiction dramas 
with Hollywood film studios over the past 
five years, but Twinkle. Twinkle. Little Star is 
its first solo effort in the realm of comedy- 
thrillers set in outer space. The Shaw Organ- 
ization calls it a fresh attempt to broaden the 
scope of its productions. 

The new movie, due to be released next 
month, “is being directed by Alex Cheung, an 
award-winning local film-maker. It is the first 
sd-fi adventure to be shot in the colony since 
Hong Kong studios became interested in the 
success of such London and Hollywood 
blockbusters asSterWors and Close Encoun - 
ten of the Thud Kind. 

The Shaw Organization first moved into 
the scene in 1978 when, along with a Hol- 
lywood company, it co-produced Meteor. 
starring Sean Connery and Natalie Wood. 
The next co-production. Blade Runner, drew 
capacity audiences during recent runs in 
Western Europe. 

The average production cost of both these 
films was SI 6.5 million, compared with SI. 2 
million earmarked for the current project 
Twinkle, Twinkle, Little Star features an all- 
Hong Kong cast and a gigantic spacecraft 
with a lavish interior. 

It is the first adventure epic to be made by 
30-year-old director Cheung since he began 
shooting feature films in 1979. 
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Third World building up multinationals

GENEVA (R) — Third World owniries. 
often the loudest critics of multinational cor- 
porations. have slowly been building up their 
<)wn network of transnational firms, accord- 
ing to a study published here. 

Almost 2.000 of them — smaller than their 
counterparts from industrialized states but 
foreign-nwned all the same — exist in 12 
developing countries surveyed by the Inter- 
national Labor Organization (TLO) for the 
study. Noting the limitations of the survey 
and its data, the study added: “The actual 
number of such investments must be three or 
four times this number.” 

The Third World ‘multis' have grown 
rapidly in recent years, matching the increase 
in Third World criticism of U.S. and West 
European -based transnational corporations. 
These firms, the critics say. use their sub- 
sidiaries in the Third World to exploit local 
riche's, influence governments and world 
markets in their favor and stunt local 
development. For economic reasons, and 
perhaps as an unconscious reaction to this 
criticism, the Third World multinationals 
take a quite different approach. 

The study, compiled by Louis Wells of the 
Harvard Business School in the United 
States, was based on information from Hong 
Kong, the Philippines. Indonesia. Thailand. 
India. Pakistan. Sri Lanka. Mauritius. Peru. 
Argentina. Brazil and Mexico. “Third World

Dear Mrs. I should hope you'd like your doctor even more than 

you do. He’s being stubborn for your sake. It takes a good deal more 
interest to refuse writing a prescription than getting it all over with 
and saying. “Okay, here h is.” 

1 confess that I occasionally prescribed appetite depressants some 
years ago. Later on. as your own doctor does. I also refused. I found 
that patients began to depend upon the pills and not upon their diet. 
Besides they became habit-forming. Patients couldn't get along 
without them. They wore them like a crutch long after the "fracture” 
had healed. I discovered that patients without the use of pills lost 
weight more satisfactorily than those who depended on them. There 
were other shortcomings. I noticed that other problems developed 
when they took the appetite depressants. Some began to complain of 
intractable insomnia. They became worn down by lack of sleep and 
not by their diet Others actually had a rise in blood pressure. Still 
others complained of palpitation and rapid pulse. Like a blanket 
covering all these complaints, they all said they were" nervods. * 


multinationals offer technology that contri- 
butes to host countries' employment objec- 
tives. saves bn capital and reduces, in many 
cases, bills for imports.” was its main conclu- 
sion. 

The most striking difference between 
“Northern” and ' Southern” multinationals 
was the high number of jobs the Third World 
films created, it said. Faced with chronic 
labor surpluses but hi gh cost for capital. 
Third World investors use more labor- 
intensive methods than Western firms 
trained always to seek labor-saving devices. 

A survey in Indonesia, for example, 
showed that Third World multinationals used 
about twice as much labor for the same type 
of project as did firms from industrialized 
countries. In Thailand, they beat not only the 
Western mul tin adonis but also local Thai 
firms in creating new jobs. 

The Third World multis are also easy on 
imports, a crucial factor for developing coun- 
tries groaning under the strain of rising bal- 
ance of payments deficits. Brazilian and Mex- 
ican steel companies have helped other 
developing countries replace expensive 
imported coal with natural gas or charcoal 
they can produce locally and an Indian 
cement firm in Mauritius uses coral sand as its 
base material. 

Data showed Third World multinationls in 
Thailand were by far the most thrifty in 
importing raw materials. “Factories owned 


by parents from other developing countries 
imported 39 percent of (heir raw materials.” 
the sudy said. “Factories owned by Thais 
(imported) 65 percent and factories owned 
by multinationals from industrialized coun- 
tries 76 percent." 

Factories built by Third World multina- 
tionals average about half the size of those 
buOt by their Western counterparts and usu- 
ally employ more flexible work methods, the 
study continued. Since markets are smaller 
and workers less specialized, the developing 
country firms tend to produce ample pro- 
ducts in batches rather than more sophisti- 
cated merchandise on assembly lines, it said. 

Some rapidly developing Third World 
states, themselves caught up in automating 
their factories, have even begun selling their 
old machines to lesser-developed countries. 
Machinery originally used in Hong Kong has 
been traced all over Southeast Asia and as far 
afield as West Africa. 

Despite all these advantages, the study 
mentions several difficulties Third World 
multinationals seem to face. For one thing, 
the Third World multis. though they help 
save on imports, appear to be weak on 
improving exports. Sketchy evidence indi- 
cated they may bring back less of their profits 
from abroad than Western multinationals, 
and are probably more prone to offer bribes 
to government officials, the study 

Another weakness is that they tend to 
invest in those sectors in which the host coun- 


try might soon be able to produce from its 
own efforts. For planners trying to develop 
domestic industries, allowing such invest- 
ment into the country could be just as unac- 
ceptable as inviting the gigantic multination- 
als. Finally, there could be political problems 
if the country or ethnic group from which the 
firm comes is not readily accepted in the host 
state. 

Much of the Third World investment in 
Southeast Asia comes from ethnic Chinese 
from Hong' kong and Singapore, but many 
states in the region are wary of allowing more 
Chinese influence in their economies, the 
study said. The same bolds true for Indians in 
East Africa and, to a lesser extent, Mexicans. 
Argentines and Brazilians in the smaller 
countries of Latin America. 

One long-term solution the study sees is for 
Third World multis to join their developed 
country counterparts in a division of labor, 
with tie smaller firms taking over production 
of goods no longer competitive in Western 
markets. This would help companies from the 
industrialized countries to lengthen the 
economic life of certain products while aiding 
the Third World multinationals to gain new 
technology to use in or adapt to the develop- 
ing world. 

“Joint ventures between the old and the 
new types of multinationals may well become 
more common and may. on occasion, offer 
the host country some of the advantages of 
each land of multinational.” it concluded.

Dr. George Kitt, from the bio-chemistry 
department at Liverpool University, said 
there was evidence that virtually all the 
intake of vi tamin D was from the action of 
sunlight on the dnn. 

Rickets, which had been reduced to a very 
low level in Britain, had reappeared in die 
children of immigrants from the Indian sub- 
continent. One of the reasons for this could 
be lack of exposure to sunlight “Such chil- 
dren should be given vi tamin D,” said Dr. 
Kitt “This bolds too for anyone who cannot 
get adequate exposure to sunlight for exam- 
ple, housebound old people and some 
babies.”

Ultralights by Weedhoppers 
for recreation and business

HOUSTON — Look! Up in the sky! Ifs a 
bird! no, ifs a plane! Well, ifs both... sort of. 
The ultralight by Weedhoppers of Houston 
in Friendswwood, Texas, is a simplistic flying 
machin e “designed 'to capture the essence 
and joy of flight” according to Weedhopper 
brochure.' 

Although it weighs only 160 pounds (72 
kg), the Weedhopper-C is a proven rugged 
ultralight with stable flight characteristics like 
an airplane, but also provides all the swoop- 
ing. tur ning roo m m g and diving fhaf birds 
can do. But what separates the ultralight from 
the birds and the Beechcrafts is a small 
gasoline tank and fabric on the wings instead 
of feathers. Originally sold in a do-it-yourself 
kit the Weedhopper-C now comes com- 
pletely prefabricated. All it takes is a couple 
of wrenches, a screwdriver and a few hours of 
assembly time. 

So what do you do with this colorful bird 
once you’ve bolted it together in your back- 
yard? Since ifs light weight and portable, the 
Weedhopper can be transported by cart op. 
pick-up truck or trailer to the nearest open 
field, dirt road or paved runway for takeoff. 
The required takeoff roll is 30 meters (100 
feet) or less. 

Although most buyers of ultralights pur- 
chase them for recreation. Weedhopper of 
Houston franchise owner Jimmy New says 
some of their sales are to people who do 
aerial advertising, aerial photography and to 
farmers who use them to check crops or cat- 
tle. “But most people buy them for fim.” New 
commented. He himself has over 1 .000 hours 
of ultralight piloting to his credit. 

A Ghotia 460-D engine with dual ignition 
powers the Weedhopper-C to a red line 
speed of 50 miles per hour (80 kph) and to a 
cruising speed of 30 miles per hour (48 kph): 


Although the ultralight is capable of rea din g 
a high altitude. Weedhopper recommends 
that pilots not fly their ultralights higher than 
3.000 feet above ground level. This is 
because a pilot is likely to encounter high 
speed air traffic above that altitude. 

The W'eedhopper’s 3.5-gallon (13-liter) 
rank feels the Weedhopper to a range of 90 
miles (144 kins) and can cany up to 220 
pounds (100kg). 

With the increased popularity in 
ultralights, the Federal Aviation Administra- 
tion (FAA) has found it necessary to impose 
a few regulations. Because the Weedhopper 
is capable of foot launch and landing, ticenses 
have not been required for the pilot or plane. 
But a few. more sophisticated models of 
ultrali gh ts will be subject to regulation. Any 
model built to carry a passenger, if it exceeds 
256 pounds (115 kilograms), flys faster than 
a designated airspeed or if the fuel tank holds 
more than five gallons (19 liters), a paofs 
license is required. 

If an ultralight is so simple and doesn't 
always require a pilof s license, should you 
take a course in flying it, or teach yourself? 
“We recommend it (a course),” New ays. 
“They’re not toys. You can get hurt in them if 
you don’t know how to handle them. We 
teach our students safety.” New’s franchise 
has instructed over 1 50 students at S250 each 
to fly the Weedhopper. Some Weedhopper 
dealers have a Weedhopper Penguin trainer 
for instructing students, or novices can pib 
the Weedhopper factory in Ogden. Utah. and 
attend their ground school instruction at 
Weedhopper of Utah Inc., private uftraKgbt 
airport. 

When you purchase a Weedhopper, you 
have a choice of striped color patterns for the 
wing, tail and rudder. They feature such jazzy 
color combinations as red. yellow and bbfk, 
or blue, yellow and red (called the Yankee 
Doodle).
